The buildings shown are (1) Hy-Line buildings, (2) horse barn, (3) dairy 
tarn, (4) Newlin home, (5) parent corn plant, (6) old farm office, (7 and 8) parent corn 
storage building, (9) auxiliary drying plant, (10) planter plate calibration building, (11) fire 
house, (12 and 13) miscellaneous storage buildings, (14) building for mixing treating dust.
